Circuit Court jury turned sour on ‘‘Sweet 
Lips,” a 240-pound pet pig His master 
was fined $10 for keeping a farm animal 
in a resort-commercial area 
‘‘Sweet Lips,” told of the verdict Mon­ 
day by owner Drewry Little, smacked his 
jowls and grunted 
“ He doesn’t agree with the jury,” Lit­ 
tle said. “ And I don’t, either. Anybody 
can see he’s harmless and doesn’t bother 
anyone.” 
But the loss of this court fight over the 
pig that Little nursed from infancy 


doesn't mean the battle has ended The 
judge agreed to hear arguments Friday 
on a defense motion to set aside the 
verdict 
" If that fails, then we’ll go right on up 
to the Supreme Court in Richmond.” the 
55-year-old Little said “ 1 want justice, 


and justice means 1 can keep this pig as a 
pet like other people in my area keep 
dogs and cats” 
Little once kept the pig inside his 
home, located about 60 feet from the 
restaurant and marina he operates He 
said

treatment as other household pets — 
regular baths, a sprinkling of cologne 
and lots of love 
Monday's trial was an appeal of a 
lower court conviction which resulted in 
a $25 fine in June

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President linked

As President Ford and Jim m y Carter 
boned up for this week’s fully-televised 
presidential 
debate, 
the 
President’s 
name cropped up today in reports of a 
Watergate 
special 
prosecutor's

vestigation and of lobbyist-provided golf 
outings in New Jersey. 
The GOP county chairman in Ford’s 
hometown of Grand Rapids said Kent 
County Republican party records have 
been subpoenaed by prosecutor Charles 
Ruff. The county chairman, Paul Henry, 
said “ We have no idea what they are 
looking for.” 
In Washington, a spokesman for Ruff 
said: “ We can’t confirm it (the investiga­ 


tion) for you. Subpoenas are grand jury 
documents.” 
Henry said the investigation, first 
reported in today’s Wall Street Journal, 
involves the records of two Republican 
committees in Kent County dating back 
to 1964. The Journal said Ruff also sub­ 
poenaed campaign-contribution records 
of the 
Marine 
Engineers 
Beneficial 
Association, which the newspaper said 
was Ford’s largest backer in 1972. the 
last time he ran for Congress 
In Washington, White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen acknowledged 
that Ford accepted free golf outings from 
U.S. Steel Corp. lobbyist William Whyte 
while Ford was a congressman. There 
was no indication the golfing was part of 
the Watergate prosecutor’s probe. 
Rabbitt assails

Democrats opened their local head­ 
quarters here Monday night, and on hand 
to deliver the main address was Speaker 
of the Missouri House, Richard Rabbitt, 
candidate for lieutenant governor. 


Rabbitt, as expected, touted the at­ 
tributes of Democratic candidates and, 
again 
as expected, 
lambasted 
their 
Republican counterparts. 
“ That’s what we need to do,” Rabbitt 
told an audience of over 50, “ talk the 
facts and tell the truth. The Republicans 
are rolling out the old public relations 
program again. . .but they can’t change 
the facts.” 
Starting at the top and working his way 
down, Rabbitt cited President Ford’s 
pardon of former President Richard M. 
Nixon and pledge as vice-president not to 
seek election to the presidency as “ the 


difference in what Republicans say and 
what they do.” 
He also accused Gov. Christopher 
Bond of taking credit for legislation 
passed by a Democratic legislature. 
He said Bond also told “ half-truths” in 
his campaign. Rabbitt told his audience 
that Bond made things appear as though 
they were improving when they were get­ 
ting worse. 


“ He said there were 8,000 new jobs in 
Missouri last year, “ said Rabbitt. “ What 
he forgot to tell you is about the jobs lost 
in Missouri. Missouri was eighth out of 
the nine states in this region.” in job in­ 
creases. 


Rabbitt claimed that under Bond’s

predecessor, senatorial candidate and 
former 
governor 
Warren 
Hearnes, 
Missouri averaged 14,000 new jobs per 
year. 
“ It is evident, if anyone looks at the 
facts, that we are not growing.” Rabbitt 
stated. 
Centering on his ow n race, Rabbitt said 
his opponent, incumbent William Phelps, 
was “ half-time” . 
“ He ran on the basis that he would be a 
full-time lieutenant governor and is seek­ 
ing re-election on the basis that he has 
been full-time, but he hasn't 
. 50 per 
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“ The President has been a personal 
friend of Bill Whyte for 28 years and 
twice, on two weekends, he was a guest of 
Whyte at the New Jersey golf course 
while he was a member of Congress,” 
Nessen said. 
Whyte is now a vice president of U.S. 
Steel. He could not be reached im­ 
mediately for comment. 
Nessen was asked if his statement was 
an admission that Ford has accepted a 
free weekend paid for by Whyte. The 
press secretary replied, “ Yes” 
Nessen made the statement after col­ 
umnist Jack Anderson said Whyte hosted 
Ford at the Pine Valley Golf Club near 
Clementon, N .J., between 1964 and 1971 
w hile Ford was in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. Anderson, appearing on ABC- 
TV’s “ Good Morning America,” said 
Whyte conceded that U.S. Steel paid for 
the golf outings. 
The White House said one of the 
outings was in 1964 and the other was in 
1971. 
The House adopted a code of ethics in 
1968 prohibiting members from accep­ 
ting a “ gift of substantial value, directly 
or indirectly, from any person, organiza­ 
tion or corporation having a direct in­ 
terest 
in 
legislation 
before 
the 
Congress.” 
The rule does not cite a specific dollar 
figure considered to be “ substantial.”

Foreign Gifts and Declaration Act, which 
prohibits government employes from ac­ 
cepting gifts with a retail value of more 
than $50 from foreign governmens 
Neither Nessen nor Anderson specified 
the amount of money Whyte spent to 
entertain Ford 


The Carter-Ford debates are going to 
have very little trouble in the ratings 
because all four national television net­ 
works are going to carry them 


The NBC and CBS networks still ex­ 
press reservations about some of the 
ground rules for the debates, but they 
said Monday they will broadcast the 
meeting between the two presidential 
candidates. 


That assures the candidates of having 
exposure on all four national networks 
when the debates begin Thursday night 
in Philadelphia 
Earlier, officials from ABC and the 
Public Broadcasting Service had said 
they would broadcast the meetings bet­ 
ween Ford and Carter, although ABC 
said it, too. had reservations about some 
rules laid down by the League of Women 
Voters, which is sponsoring the debates

CHICAGO (AP> - Jimmy 
Carter says some of the strict 
standards of his Baptist faith 
are almost 
impossible to 
maintain, adding: “ I’ve com­ 
mitted adultery in my heart 
many times." 
But. 
Carter continued, 
“ This is something that God 
recognizes I will do — and I 
have done it — and God 
forgives me for it.*’ 
Carter's comments came 
during the course of a long and 
frank discussion of his 
religious beliefs with Playboy 
magazine interviewer Robert 
Scheer. 
The interview, scheduled to 
be published Oct 
14, was 
made available to The 
Associated Press and to NBC 
News on Monday. 
A Playboy spokesman said 
taped interviews with Carter 
were conducted over a 
three-month period, with a 
lengthy interview at Carter's 
home in Plains, Ga., after he 
won the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
During the final session in 
Plains, Carter was asked if he 
thought the interview would 
reassure “ people who are 
uneasy about your religious 
beliefs, who wonder if you’re 
going to make a rigid, unben­ 
ding president.” 
Carter responded with a 
discussion of his Baptist faith. 
It covers about two columns in 
the interview which runs 84 
magazine pages. 
“ What Christ taught about 
most was pride, that one per­ 
son should never think he was 
any 
better than 
anybody 
else,” he said. 
“ I try not to commit a 
deliberate sin. I recognize 
that I’m going to do it anyhow 
because I’m human and I’m 
tempted,” Carter said. 
“ And Christ set some 
almost impossible standards 
for us. Christ said, ‘I tell you 
that anyone who looks on a 
woman with lust has in his 
heart 
already 
committed 
adultery.” ’ 
" I ’ve looked on a lot of 
women w ith lust I've commit­ 
ted adultery in my heart many 
times. This is something that 
God recognizes I will do — and 
I have done it — and God 
forgives me for it. But that 
doesn't mean that I condemn 
someone who not only looks on 
a woman with lust, but who 
leaves his wife and shacks up 
with 
somebody out of 
wedlock." he said. 
“ Christ says don’t consider 
yourself better than someone 
else because one guy screws a 
whole bunch of women while 
the other guy is loyal to his 
wife The guy who's loyal to

his wife ought not to be con­ 
descending or proud because 
of the relative degree of sin­ 
fulness,” Carter said. 


“ The thing that’s drummed 
into us all the time is not to be 
proud, not to be better than 
anyone else, not to look down 
on 
people, 
but to make 
ourselves acceptable in God’s 
eyes through our own actions 
and recognize the simple truth 
that we’re saved by grace,” he 
said. 
“ This gives us a 
mechanism by which we can 
relate permanently to God. 
I'm not speaking for other peo­ 
ple, but it gives me a sense of 
peace and equanimity and 
assurance.” 


Jody Powell, Carter's press 
secretary, said the interview 
as published was accurate and 
said he doubted that the blunt­ 
ness of Carter’s language 
would hurt his candidacy. 


In the interview, Carter said 
that because of his religious 
beliefs, “ I don’t think 1 would 
ever take on the same frame 
of mind 
that 
(form er 
Presidents Richard M.) Nixon 
or (Lyndon B.) Johnson did — 
lying, cheating and distorting 
the truth.”

Associates asked a recep­ 
tionist to close the office doors 
at the Public Service Commis­ 
sion headquarters, and later 
visited the state’s flight opera­ 
tions office at Jefferson City 
Memorial Airport to ask that à 
state airplane be required to 
takeoff and land 
Teasdale has criticized 
Bond because of the opera­ 
tions of the PSC, and the 
governor's use of the state’s 
airplanes for out-of-state 
travel.

Carter said that whatever 
his religious beliefs he would 
not appoint judges who would 
be either harsh or lenient 
toward offenses as adultery, 
drug use and homosexuality. 
“ I would choose people who 
were competent, whose judg­ 
ment 
and 
integrity 
were 
sound. I think it would be inap­ 
propriate to ask them how 
they were going to rule on a 
particular question before I 
appointed them,” he said 
Carter said he would not set 
a puritanical tone in the White 
House 
if elected, adding, 
“ Anybody can come and look 
at my record as governor. I 
didn’t run around breaking 
down people's doors to see if 
they were fornicating. ... But 
as to some of the behavior 
you’ve mentioned, I can’t 
change the teachings of 
Christ. I believe in them, and a 
lot of people in this country do 
as well.” 
Asked about reports that he 
prays 25 times a day, Carter 
replied, “ I ’ve never counted 
... but I ’d say that on an event­ 
ful 
day, you 
know, it’s 
something like that.” 
Carter said praying was

According to Lehr, the ap­ 
praisals of the property were 
made after the deal to pur­ 
chase the 261-acre site was 
negotiated, and that the fixed 
price was $165.000 more than 
the land was valued. 


“ There are still a lot of 
unanswered questions." Lehr 
said in a statement released 
by his press aide, Don Keough 
“ 1 would not deny there is a 


small bit of politics in my 
statement," Lehr was also 
quoted as saying Lehr is a 
staunch

Other dealers echoed Thomas’ thoughts and indicated they feel fences and 
gates threaten the very nature of their profession.

I think it’s being 
done by some people with a lot of time on their hands.”

WASHINGTON — The secret papers of 
Ja m es Akins, the form er am b assad or to 
Sau d i Arabia, rev eal that the Sau d is 
repeated ly u rged the United States to 
bring pressu re on Iran to lower oil prices. 


Yet the United States m ad e no ap­ 
parent effort to bring the shah of Iran in­ 
to line. The Sau d is, therefore, becam e 
conv inced that the United States was 
secretly conspiring with the shah to keep 
oil prices u p 


Akins reported that he had an “ ex ­ 
plicit"' conv ersation with the Sau d i oil 
minister Ahmed Zaki 
Y am ani abou t 
red u cing oil prices. Y am ani said he 
“ knows" that S ecretary of State Henry 
Kissinger “ is speaking abou t lower oil 
prices bu t in secret d oing ev ery thing 
possible to jack them u p. This will enable 
him to u nite the consu m ers in a front 
against the prod u cers, particu larly the 
A rabs." 


In a secret “ m em orand u m for the 
file," the form er a m b assad or rev ealed : 
“ The Sau d is had u rged u s on nu m erou s 
occasions to pu t pressu re on the shah to 
cooperate with Sau d i .Arabia and red u ce 
the oil prices, y et we had refu sed to d o 
this." 


It reached the point that the Sau d is no 
longer 
believ ed 
what 
Kissinger 
told 
them 
Wrote Akins: “ In one of Kiss­ 
inger's last meetings with King Faisal, 
the king u rged him d irectly to take (oil 
prices) 
u p 
with 
the 
shah, 
and 
the 
secretary agreed to d o so. The secretary 
saw the shah in late winter 197 5 and 
reported back to King F'aisal that he had 


ind eed tried to persu ad e the shah to 
red u ce oil prices. 
, 


“ The Sau d is them selv es hav e su bse­ 
qu ently been told by the shah himself ... 
that the su bject of oil was not d iscu ssed 
in these meetings. .Althou gh the Sau d is 
know the Iranian propensity to lie. they 
believ e in this case that the Iranians 
were telling the tru th." 


The Sau d is becam e all the m ore con­ 
v inced that Kissinger was ly ing, Yamani 
told Akins, by the special treatm ent the 
shah receiv ed in Washington. “ The shah, 
in his recent v isit to the United States, 
was honored by the Presid ent and other 
highest ranking m em bers of the gov ern­ 
m ent." Yam ani noted . 


Althou gh 
the shah 
had 
annou nced 
“ that oil prices mu st go u p by S3.5 0- 
barrel," reported Akins, “ the Iranians 
had told them we were completely u n­ 
concerned abou t any price rise. The shah 
has also told this to nu m erou s oilmen as 
proof that the U.S. is at least ind ifferent 
to an increase in oil prices. 


“ In any case, the Sau d is hav e seen no 
accou nt from any A m erican sou rce that 
we in any way tried to pressu re the shah 
to back off this ex trem e position on oil 
crisis." 


Yamani wrote d irectly to Treasu ry 
Secretary 
William 
Simon, 
who 
has 
warned of the ru inou s effect of high oil 
prices on the Western world . The letter, 
d ated Sept. 3, 197 5 , and m arked “ strictly 
personal." d eclared ; 


“ I wou ld like y ou to know that there 
are those amongst u s who think that the 
U.S. .Ad ministration d oes not reallv ob- 


ject to an increase in oil prices. There are 
ev en those who think that y ou encou rage 
it for obv iou s political reasons, and that 
any official position taken to the contrary 
is merely to cov er u p this fact." 


Yamani strongly ind icated the United 
States shou ld u se its influ ence with the 
shah. Otherwise, he wrote, “ it can only 
lead to Sau d i Arabia giv ing u p its present 
position on crisis and joining its OPEC 
colleagu es 
in 
their 
u ncompromising 
stand ."

Jaw orski is the tou gh 
[old Tex as tu rkey who 
(serv ed as special pro- 
I s e c u t o r 
f or 
t he 
[W atergate 
trials. 
He 
stepped into the office 
late in October, 197 3, 
across the blood y floor 
•of the Satu rd ay Night 
M assacre; 
he 
serv ed 
for 12 months in one of 
the 
most 
d em and ing 
and 
d ram atic 
assignments ev er giv en a lawy er. In 
“ The Right and the Pow er," he tells his 
story . 


Some jad ed critics m ay be inclined to 
d ismiss Jaw orski’s work as m erely one 
more W atergate book. Of these, we hav e 
a groaning shelf fu ll. I fou nd his accou nt 
reward ing partly becau se the law is my 
beat, bu t also becau se Jaw orski shared 
an agonizing ex perience that sad d ened 
many others. He cam e to Washington 
with an illu sion of Richard Nix on’s in­ 
nocence; and he stay ed to see that illu ­ 
sion cru elly shattered , 


Jaw orski’s d eflowering cam e on a 
morning in December, 197 3, when he 
listened for the first tim e to the famou s 
tape of Nix on’s conv ersation with John 
D ean 
and 
R ob e rt 
H a ld e m a n 
the 
preced ing March 21. The ex perience left 
him bad ly shaken. In the priv acy of his 
office, he cou ld not escape a stu nning 
conclu sion: “ The Presid ent of the United 
States had withou t aou bt engaged in 
highly im proper practices, in what a p­ 
peared to be criminal practices.” 


“ I had not come to Washington ex pec­ 
ting this. I had ex pected to find all sorts 
of wrongd oing by his aid es, cond u ct 
u nbecoming and ev en crim inal, bu t it 
had nev er occu rred to me that the P re si­ 
d ent was in the d riv er’s seat... Listening 
to him scheme, 
kn o w in g he was the 
Presid ent of the United States, I felt as if 
my heart was shriv eling insid e of m e ” 


,Jaw orski was compelled by the natu re 
of his job to sit on this d am ning ev id ence. 
Sev en months wou ld elapse before the 
pu blic wou ld hav e access, not to the 
tapes themselv es, bu t to reasonably a c ­ 
cu rate transcripts of the tapes. Ev en the 
most accu rate transcript, he su ggests, 
cannot ad equ ately conv ey the shocking 
contrast between the pu blic Nix on, pro­ 
jecting a polished image, and the priv ate 
Nix on, profanely plotting with his aid es. 


“ Listening and relistening to the tapes, 
I was amazed at the inord inate am ou nt of 
time they consu med . I often wond ered 
how Nix on was able to concentrate ev en 
briefly on the m atters of state that beg­ 
ged for his attention. There he was in the 
Ov al Office, d ay after d ay , night after 
night, scheming, plotting, and finally 
sacrificing his staff and others, one by 
one, so as to sav e himself. It was a sor­ 
d id , frightening d ra m a ." 


Jaw orski’s task was to coord inate the 
prosecu tion of the W atergate d efend ents 
collectiv ely .

He was con­ 
v inced that Nix on cou ld not possibly hav e 
obtained a fair trial u ntil months or y ears 
had elapsed ; and he was satisfied , after 
ex amining the preced ents, that F ord ’s 
pard on was fu lly within the presid ential 
power.
